The trial o f J ames H. McMani- 
gal, charged with killing Capt. 
Tho mas C. Yo ung, was resumed 
this mo rning in the Pettis co unty 
criminal co urt, J udge Geo rge F. 
Lo ngan presiding, befo re the fo l­ 
lo wing jury , which was selected 
last ev ening fro m the panel o f fo rty 
v enirem en: 
Samuel 
Clabaugh, 
J o hn W ickline, E. P. Fo rd, S. A . 
Hy att, R . H. Pay ne, D. E. W in­ 
frey , F. H. Schenk, B. F. Ramey , 
K o h t, Shaw, J . E. Wo o d, Wm. 
Parso ns and H. C. Satterwhite. 


The 
deplo rable tragedy which 
resulted in the death o f Capt. 
Yo ung, o f Lex ingto n, Mo ., to o k 
place in this city during the last 
week o f September, 18 9 S. 
Capt. 
Y o ung was in Sedalia attending 
the annual meeting o f the Misso uri 
Ex -Co nfederates’ asso ciatio n, and 
o n the ev ening o f the 28 th be went 
into the Tiv o li salo o n, o n East 
Main street. 
W hile in the salo o n 
he was, it is said, induced to go 
into a wine ro o m and talk with a 
Mrs. 
Do o ley and her daughter, 
Birdie Hay es, Mrs. Do o ley repre­ 
senting herself as the wido w o f an 
ex -Co nfederate who had fo ught 
with Capt. Yo ung under the battle 
flag o f Gen. J o Shelby . 
W hile in the winero o m with 
Mrs. Do o ley , Birdie Hay es and 
ano ther 
ex -so ldier, 
McManigal 
lo o ked in and inv ited Capt. Yo ung 
to acco mpany him to the bar and 
take a drink. 
The captain ac­ 
cepted the inv itatio n and the two 
pro ceeded to the bar, when Mc­ 
Manigal called fo r a co uple o f 
beers. 
The two men leaned up against 
the bar and entered into a co nv er­ 
satio n while J o hn W. Go dley , the 
bartender, was drawing the beer. 
Capt. Yo ung, who was a o ne-arm­ 
ed man, placed the elbo w o f his 
go o d arm o n the bar and was fac­ 
ing McManigal, who was to y ing 
with a knife which he held in his 
hand. 
Acco rding to the testimo ny o f 
Barkeeper Go dley befo re the co ro ­ 
ner’s jury , the men had been talk­ 
ing in a lo w and friendly spirit 
until Capt. Y o urg applied a v ile 
name to McManigal. 
Then, ac­ 
co rding to Go dley , who was sepa­ 
rated fro m the two men by o nly 
the width o f the bar, McManigal 
suddenly plunged the knife into 
Capt. Y o ung’s left breast. McMan­ 
igal, it is said, then turned o n his 
heels and walked o ut o f the salo o n. 
The knife had been driv en with 


breast. 
It split a rib and pierced 
the edge o f the o ld so ldier’s heart. 
The captain was remo v ed fro m the 
salo o n to the headquarters o f the 
Ex -Co nfederates’ asso ciatio n in the 
o ld J ay Go uld building, where he 
receiv ed tempo rary surgical atten­ 
tio n, and later o n he was taken to 
the M., K. & T. railway ho spital, 
where 
he 
died 
fro m 
internal 
hemo rrhage 
o n 
the 
f'^llo wing 
night. 


The death o f Capt. Yo ung was 
deeply regretted thro ugho ut the 
state, filled the hearts o f his o ld as­ 
so ciates with sadness and cast a 
glo o m o v er the clo sing ho urs o f the 
meeting o f the o ld so ldiers. 
The asso ciatio n to o k immediate 
steps to assist the state in the 
pro secutio n o f McManigal,and Co l. 
T. P. Ho y , o f this city , and E. A. 
No o nan, ex -may o r o f St. Lo uis, 
were retained to aid Pro secuting 
Atto rney W . D. Steele. 
The de­ 
fendant’s atto rney s are Sangree & 
Lamm, J o hn Cashman and P. D. 
Hastain, fo ur able criminal law­ 
y ers, who hav e been untiring in 
their preparatio ns fo r the defense 
o f their client. 


y o unger wo man (Birdie Hay es) 
left the winero o m and the salo o n 
and went to a ro o pi in a ho use in 
ano ther part o f to e to wn. Bo ulware 
and the y o ung wo man, 
after a 
sho rt absence, returned to the sa­ 
lo o n and fo und Capt. Yo ung and 
the elder wo man still in the wine­ 
ro o m, 
talking o v er 
the 
ev ents 
o f ’6 5. 
Sho rtly after Bo ulware and the 
y o ung wo man entered the wine­ 
ro o m, 
McManigal came to the 
winero o m, and, using pro fane lan­ 
guage, questio ned the right o f the 
men being in tiie winero o m. Then 
Captain Yo ung fo llo wed McMani­ 
gal to the bar. 
The atto rney then described the 
killing o f Captain Yo ung in a 
graphic manner and to ld o f Mc- 
Manigal’s flight fro m the salo o n 
and his subsequent arrest at his 
ho me by two po licemen. 
McManigal, the pro secuting at­ 
to rney said, was arrested within 
twenty minutes after the killing, 
but McManigal had been in bed 
and came to the do o r in answer to 
the rapping» o f the 
po licemen, 
rubbing his 
ey es 
and 
asking: 
“ What do YOU want here at this 
time o f the night?” 
The po licemen replied that a 
man had be^n badly hurt at the 
Tiv o li salo o n and their missio n was 
to arrest him, McManigal replied, 
“ I nev er cut that fello w ,” o r “ I 
nev er killed him.” 
“ He called 
me a s— n o f a b— h and I hit him

Co urt was o pened at 10 ¡05 by 
Sheriff Williams, and a few min­ 
ute^ later the jury men to o k their 
seats in the jury bo x and were 
po lled by the clerk. 
J . H. McManigal, the defend­ 
ant, was seated just inside the bar, 
at the end o f the atto rney s’ table. 
Whiles the jury was being po lled, 
Mrs. McManigal, her mo ther and 
McM anigal’s two little children 
to o k seats clo se to the defendant, 
the wife o n o ne side o f him and 
Mrs. McManigal’s mo ther o n the 
o ther side, the children being held 
in the laps o f the two ladies. 
Pro secuting Atto rney W . 
D. 
Steele o pened the case fo r the 
state. 
He first read the indict­ 
ment, and then pro ceeded to state 
the case fo r the pro secutio n.

Steele said that the state wo uld en­ 
deav o r to sho w to the jury ex actly 
ho w the killing to o k place. 
On 
the ev ening o f the 28 th o f Septem­ 
ber, Capt. Yo ung and Percy Bo ul­ 
ware entered the Tiv o li salo o n, o n 
East Main street, and there engag­ 
ed in co nv ersatio n with two wo m­ 
en (Mrs. Do o ley and Birdie Hay es), 
and went with them into a wine­ 
ro o m to talk abo ut the civ il war 
and the co mrades who were with 
Capt. 
Yo ung 
under 
Gen. 
J o 
Shelbv . 
After being in the winero o m a 
great fo rce into Captain Y o ung’s ' sho rt time, Percy Bo ulware and the 


a hell o f a jo lt.” 
The po licemen 
searched their 
priso ner at his ho me and again at 
the jail, but did no t succeed in find­ 
ing the weapo n used in the assault 
o n Capt. Yo ung. 
Mr. Steele then detailed the sub­ 
sequent facts in the case co ncern­ 
ing Captain Yo ung’s remo v al to 
the J ay Go uld ho tel and repeated a 
po rtio n o f his ante-mo rtem state­ 
ment. 
The atto rney s fo r the defendant 
o bjected to the quo tatio ns made 
fro m Captain Yo ung’s statement. 
The o bjectio ns were o v erruled and 
the defense to o k ex ceptio n. 
A little later o n in his statement 
Mr. Steele referred to McManigal’s 
attempt at suicide at his ho me in 
Warrensburg. 
Mr. Lamm v igo r­ 
o usly o bjected to reference to the 
alleged attempt at suicide. Gro unds 
fo r the o bjectio n were giv en, and 
the co urt said he wo uld reserv e his 
decisio n in regard to the admissi­ 
bility o f the ev idence regarding the 
attempted suicide, and Mr. Steele 
was allo wed to pro ceed. 
The gist o f his ccnclusio n was 
that Capt. Yo ung was cruelly mur­ 
dered in co ld blo o d, and that the 
mo tiv e was jealo usy .

The atto rney said he believ ed 
that Capt. Yo ung,when no t drink­ 
ing, when in his so ber mind, was 
a go o d citizen and a peaceable 
man, but that the ev idence wo uld 
sho w that when he was drinking 
he was a turbulent and dangero us 
m an; that it wo uld be sho wn that 
o n the ev ening o f the assault Capt. 
Yo ung had been drinking and was 
iuflam ei with liquo r. On the o ther 
hand, it wo uld be sho wn that Mc­ 
Manigal had no t been drinking, 
but had pro bably drank a co uple o f 
glasses o f beer during the day , and 
was in a so ber co nditio n when he 
entered the Tiv o li salo o n.
